Transit  umfs  Stiu  feeling  roneiderably 
In  the  dark  over  the  proposed  ln> 
creaue  In  bus  fares  at  least  have  the 
satU>racUan  of  knowing  that  endorsement 
by  the  four  municipal  councils  does  not 
mean  automatic  Implementation  of  the 
rate  schedule  agreed  upon.  Approval  of 
the  operating  companies’  application  has 
yet  to  be  given  by  the  Public  UtUllies  Com- 
mission There  Is  some  assurance  that  the 
pros  and  cons  will  be  scanned  extensively 
before  bus  fare  Increases  become  an 
actual  and  to  many  an  unwelcome  fact. 

Tlie  situation  may  call  for  a compara- 
tively speedy  decision,  but  no  undue  haste 
is  to  be  allowed  to  Impede  a full  study  being 
made  of  the  financial  factors  Involved.  To 
this  end.  according  to  the  statement  of 
Dr.  W.  A.  Carrothers,  chairman  of  the  com- 


mission. a probe  lias  been  oidered  of  the 
accounts  of  the  operating  cximpanles  in 
order  that  a true  picture  of  transportation 
costs  may  be  obt^ned.  On  the  financial 
facts  thus  exposed  the  commission  will 
base  its  decision. 

This  is  as  It  should  be.  and  it  should  help 
to  allay  fears  of  protesting  citizens  that  In- 
creases not  fully  justified  might  be  put 
Into  effect.  As  an  impartial  board  basing 
Its  decisions  on  cold  facts  and  figures,  which 
the  public  has  not  been  allowed  any  chance 
to  do.  It  may  be  taken  for  granted  that  a 
full  investigation  of  all  relevant  material 
win  precede  the  Judgment  of  the  commis- 
sion. The  Public  Utilities  Commission  has 
an  obligation  to  bus  users  no  leas  than  to 
bus  operators,  and  It  seem.s  apparent  It 
Intends  to  live  up  to  the  letter  of  Its  statu- 
tory functions.

ment  this  week  on  the  apportionment 
of  responsibility  for  mutual  defence  Is 
heartening  evidence  of  their  singleness  of 
purpose.  Rarely  If  ever  have  so  many  na- 
tions achieved  complete  accord  as  easily  as 
this.  Their  aim  Is  peace,  but  as  United 
States  Defence  Secreiary  Johnson  put  R: 
’Let  no  would-be  aggressor  mlstaile  our 
hatred  of  aggression  as  any  lack  of  deter- 
mination on  our  part,  on  the  part  of  every 
one  of  the  twelve  nations  we  represent,  to 
resist  It  with  all  our  might.” 

That  this  accelerated  progress  towards 
defence  preparedness  has  been  Influenced 
largely  by  the  Russian  atomic  explosion 
there  can  be  little  doubt.  Events  have  moved 
rapidly  In  the  two  weeks  since  Russia’s  ace- 
up-the-sleeve  was  exposed  to  the  world,  all 
of  them  tending  to  bring  the  Atlantic  Pact 
nations  into  closer  unity.  Signing  of  the 
United  States  arms-ald  bill  yesterday  by 
President  Truman  was  one.  Although  ap- 


proved by  the  Senate,  the  $1,324,010,000 
appropriation  had  encountered  stiff  resis- 
tance In  the  House  of  Representatlvee, 
where  efforts  were  made  to  cut  American 
aid  almost  In  half.  That  opposition  quickly 
diiappcared,  however,  when  the  atomic  ex- 
plosion behind  the  Iron  Curtain  became 
known. 

Equally  significant  of  the  change  of  feel- 
ing In  the  United  States  Is  the  Indication 
that  reluctance  to  share  atom  bomb  knowl- 
edge with  Britain  and  Canada  may  soon  be 
overcome.  The  State  Department  appar- 
ently has  come  round  to  the^  view  that  a 
partnership  Is  desirable,  and  It  remains 
for  Congress  to  decide  whether  the  United 
States  scientists  should  pool  their  secrets 
with  those  of  the  other  two  nations,  or  con- 
tinue to  go  their  separate  way.  Recent 
events  may  persuade  Congress  that  the 
time  has  come  for  abandonment  of  the 
lone-wolf  position,  and  that  the  Western 
Powers’  best  guarantee  of  continued  leader- 
ship In  the  atomic  field  lies  in  their 
•dentists  working  In  concert. 


Perhaps  They  Should  Stay  W here  They  Are 


PERHAPS  the  External  Affairs  Depart- 
ment should  not  be  In  too  much  of  a 
hurry  to  arrange  the  rcadmlttance  to 
this  country  of  those  Yugoslavs  who  gave 
up  thetr  citizenship  of  Canada  so  that  they 
might  go  back  to  their  native  land.  Under 
Communist  sponsorship  they  returned  to 
Europe  In  mass  and  in  a wave  of  enthusi- 
asm none  too  complimentary  to  this  Do- 
minion. It  would  appear  they  have  re- 
gretted their  action,  no  doubt  having  found 
that  this  side  of  the  Atlantic  Is  much  more 
desirable  than  the  other  side  of  the  Iron 
Curtain. 

Of  the  several  thousands  who  went  back 
to  Yugoslavia  during  the  last  few  years  s 
“fairly  large  percentage”  are  reported  to  be 


seeking  permission  to  return  to  Canada. 
It  Is  questionable  If  the  Yugoslav  Govern- 
ment will  agree  readily  to  their  second 
•migration  from  that  country,  and- If  it 
does  the  suspicion  may  arise  that  some  of 
them  are  being  returned  primed  full  of 
purposes  foreign  to  the  Canadian  way  of 
Il/e.  Such  a thing  has  happened  before  In 
some  lands  In  recent  years. 

It  is  right  that  where  possible  this  coun- 
try should  offer  a haven  to  the  oppressed, 
but  In  the  case  of  the  Yugoslavs  concerned 
a thorough  screening  at  least  would  seem 
to  be  In  order.  They  had  their  chance  once 
and  turned  their  back  on  It.  Another  re- 
versal of  choice  invites  the  thought  they 
might  be  more  of  a liability  than  an  asset.

New  YORK  ' Russia  exploded  Its 
first  atomic  bomb  last  July  tn 
the  barren  wastes  between  Blbarla  and 
Mongolia,  not  far  from  its  No.  1 atomic 
factory  at  Tannu  Tuva,  toe  Soviet 
"Atomgrad."  It  was  carried  out  In 
fuUeet  secrecy  under  the  dlreetioo  of 
M V J>.  agents. 

The  Soviets  now  have  four  atomic 
establishments,  all  strategically  lo- 
cated so  that  they  are  not  only  well 
protected  geographically  from  air  at- 
tacks In  case  of  war  but  are  fairly 
near  sources  of  uranium  supply.  This 
minimises  the  necessity  of  long  trans- 
portation hauls,  which  Is  lUll  a Rus- 
sian problem.  'These  sUes  also  wars 
selected  for  their  proximity  to  great 
sources  of  electrical  power,  a vital 
must  In  atomic  production. 

In  addition  to  the  factory  at  'Tannu 
Tuva,  there  Is  one  at  Chelablnsk,  an- 
other at  Taskent  tn  Kaxak  and  a 
fourth  near  the  Armenian  republic 
adjacent  to  the  Caucasus  and  Us  valu- 
able mineral  depoelu.  The  plant  at 
Chelablnsk  is  located  In  the  Induslrlal 
part  of  the  Urals,  a thriving  manufac- 
turing centra.  The  buildings  arc  new, 
modem  In  design,  and  parts  of  ths 
faeU^les  are  entirely  underground 
Production  and  research  Is  In  the  gov- 
erning hands  of  the  M V.D.,  the  Rus- 
sian secret  police.  High  concrete  walls, 
carefully  policed,  surround  all  the 
sites. 

(MO  workers  are  busy  on 
these  projects,  a majority  of  them 
political  and  war  prisoners  from  Oer- 
may.  There  are  also  cxperlmenui 


laboratorlss  at  Lsnlngrad.  Moscow.

Producuoo  of  the  atomic  bomb  is 
proving  vary  costly  to  Bcvlet  Russia. 
In  ‘Atomgrad ' in  March.  1648.  there 
was  e ooioesal  explosion  of  an  atomic 
laboratorr.  killing  some  8,(X)0  workers 
and  destroying  many  technical  build- 
ings. This  accident  delayed  the  pro- 
duction of  the  atomic  bomb  for  almost 
a year  and  a half. 

Since  (he  July  explosion  there  has 
been  one  other — in  Crimea.  However 
this  latest  bomb  scare  was  largely  a 
hoax— sstUng  off  a huge  stockpile  of 
TH.T.  that  the  Ruslsaiu  bad  appro- 
priated from  the  Germans  after  the 
war  Just  what  was  Its  Intended  pur- 
pose Is  shrouded  in  mystery.  Obvi- 
ously it  was  X diplomatic  gesture. 
Some  observers  feel  that  the  blast  was 
to  warn  T^irkey  and  the  Balkan  coun- 
tries. with  special  emphasis  on  ‘nto, 
that  Russia  had  ths  bomb  and  It 
might  be  well  not  to  antagofilse  her. 

Others  reason  Us  purpose  was  to 
allay  any  fears  that  the  first  sxplosion 
might  have  been  an  atomic  ons;  for 
there  were  no  signs  of  unusual  radio- 
activity in  toe  atmosphere  after  the 
second  blast.  'Thus,  with  the  world 
lulled  Into  a false  sense  of  security,  is 
was  hoped  Vlshinsky  could  figuratively 
drop  a surprise  bombshell  of  his  own 
by  the  pronouncement  In  the  U N.  that 
Russia  had  ths  bomb.  However,  Presl- 
dent  'Truman  beat  him  to  toe  punch

Job  for  Parliament

ONE  matter  that  abouid  get  the 
attention  of  Parliament  during 
toe  present  session  Is  the  right  of  the 
Individual  to  sue  a Crown  commercial 
corporation. 

The  need  for  a new  deal  tn  this 
field  was  underlined  by  a case  which 
eame  before  the  Alberta  Bupremc 
Court  early  In  the  Summer.  A married 
oouple  sued  the  Central  Mortgage 
smd  Rousing  Corporation,  together 
with  a eonstrueUon  firm  and  an  in- 
surance company,  for  breach  of  oon- 
traet  In  oonnecUoo  with  toe  non- 
eompletlon  of  a bouse  they  had 
ordered  under  the  National  Housing 
Aot. 

'The  Alberta  court  ruled  that  It  had 
DO  Jurisdiction  to  hear  toe  case  be- 
cause Central  Mortgage  and  Housing 
was  a Crown  corporation  and  as  such 
could  only  be  sued  by  the  eomplt- 
csted  "peUllon  of  right”  procedure 
and  In  the  Exchequer  CourL 
The  result  was  that  the  plaintiffs 
were  put  to  conelderable  delay  and 
Inconvenience,  since  the  Exchequer 
Court  visits  toe  West  only  at  long  In- 
tervals. Moreover,  they  could  not 
bring  a Joint  action  against  the 
private  defendants  in  the  action  since 
the  Exchequer  Court  only  deals  with 
claims  against  the  Crown. 

‘This  comparative  immunity  from 
the  processes  of  toe  law  is  a throw- 
back to  the  days  of  the  divine  right 
of  kings  'The  Central  Mortgage  and 


Housing  Oorporatioo  Is  one  of  the 
blggeet  real  estate  firms  in  the  Do- 
minioD,  if  not  tbs  biggest  Why  should 
H be  allowed  to  shelter  behind  the 
Crown  when  It  Is  called  on  to  ac^ 
count  for  Its  actions? 

In  the  days  when  the  Oovemirent 
eonflced  Its  aotlvlUes  to  governing, 
this  fwlvUege  of  not  being  held  ao- 
ooon  table  for  official  acts  in  the 
eourta  did  not  make  much  practical 
dlfferenoe.  But  slnec  toe  Oovemment 
has  entered  trade  In  a big  way.  It  does 
make  a dlfferenM. 

As  Ihe  Tribune  eommented  tome 
time  ago;  “Today  cltlaens  may  be  nm 
over  by  trucks  hauling  His  Majesty's 
gravel  on  toe  highways;  they  may  be 
poisoned  by  liquor  purchased  from 
His  Majesty's  liquor  stores;  they  may 
have  grain  taken  away  from  toem  by 
Rls  Msjeetjr’s  Wheat  Board,  one  of 
His  Majesty's  telephone  poles  may 
fan  on  toelr  persons  or  homes  In  a 
word.  Crown  agencies  may  inflict 
a large  variety  of  InteresUng  toru 
and  Injurice  on  individuals.  Yet  the 
Individual  has  toe  greateet  difficulty 
tn  securing  redroee  under  the  law  as 
It  stands  todsy." 

Parllsment  should  see  to  It  that 
toeee  dlffleolUee  are  removed  — at 
least  in  tha  case  of  purely  commer- 
cial Oovemment  enterprises  *ueh  as 
toe  Central  Mortgage  and  Housing 
OorporaUoB,  toe  CM  0„  and  the 
Wheal  Board.
